nue'-residence at ft:30 o'clock this 
morning as the result of an infection 
due to bowel trouble. 


Hr. Hill was unconscious for near, 


ly 13 hours before he died. 
Dr. 


Herman M. Biggs and Rr. Stanley 
Seagar, together with nembers of 
the immediate Hill family were at 
tbe bedside when the end came. 


Mr. Hill's personal secretary. Mr. 


Brown, made the announcement ot 
his employer's demise to 
waiting 


newspaper correspondents at the Hill 
residence. 
His statement was made 


verbally, with the intimation that 
written bulletin might be isued later. 
Questioned regarding a date for ob- 
sequies Mr. Brown said that no ar- 
rangements had been discussed. 


For several years James J Hill 


had been in the habit of insisting, 
both to his friends and to the public 
tnat he was not actively engaged in 
business. 


Just how active he was during the 


last two years of bis life can be 
judged only by little evidence of his 
master hand in questions affecting 
the Great Northern railroad and tb* 
First National ban* at f| Paul an«| 
by thre outstanding acMMftlisbai 
to Whfch his will and geiias «sser*«d] | 
themselves. 


From a world viewpoint it would 


be hard to say whether his staunch 
support of the Belgian people, fol- 
lowing the invasion of the German or 
the part played in the negotiations 
fcr the $500,000,000 loan to the al- 
lied governments is tbe more im- 
portant.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Three 


dollars a day is the lowest wage that 
should be paid for any kind of labor 
in the United States, according to 
the house committee on labor. 


At the present 
time more than 


120,000 government employes re- 
ceive less than $3 a day. To give 
them a wage of at least that amount 
the committe has reported to the 
house the Nolan bill providing for a 
minimum wage of $3 a day for all 
government departments. 


The bill was 
introduced In the 


house by Nolan at the suggestion of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
of which he is a former official.

ry without consideration for the re- 
quirements of posterity. Of course 
there some exceptions to this rule, 
tut for tbe most part tbe town is 
built for the sole conveniences of the 
! factory and 
not 
for tho health, 


i sanitation and comfort of its future 
[.citizens. 
i 
In most cases tbe emigration of 


the factory Is confirmed to the rural 
districts skirting the large city, for 
it is necessary to have at least one 
reliable market close at band, and 
also an abundant aupply of labor. 
Thus we have the various manu- 


new manufacturing 
the last few weeks. 


I*> Qary. this ha* bee* overcome by 
th* mad company, which has agreed 
to take back any aoua* at th* price 
paid (or It. 


Pwfaae* the meat remarkable of 


all ladvstrlal town* I* Gary. 
Ten 


years ago. a certain 
corporation 


which had mad* an impressive re- 
putation in the manufacture of steel, 
bought aeveral acre* in a wilderness 
of sand dun*s aad scrub oak at the 
southern end of Lake Michigan. 
In 


three y*ars this wilderness bad 
grown Into an active town of 12.000 
inhabitant*, with a steel plant that 
emplayed over 14,000 men. There 
were sidewalks, a sewer system, 
electric lights; two banks and three 
rewspapers added to the dignity of 
it* business district; a barbor added 
to the value of its port; there were 
six hotel*, two public schools and 
ctany churches. Now Gary has a 
population of 60.000. And If you 
vish to encounter the hatred of the 
Garylte. just Intimate that Gary 1* a 
satellite of Chicago. 


Bnt In aplte of Gary's prosperity, 


she Is not a well bnilt town. In its 
efforts to build hurriedly, the steel 
plant failed to consider the housing 
facilities of Its employees, or. in fact 
any of tbe conditions which go to- 
ward making 
a 
successful 
civic 


community. For months many of 
th* operatives lived In crude struct- 
ures balanced on stilt* in land that 
was too swampy to 
afford 
solid 


foundation. The town was laid out 
on the aclent checkerboard system, 
with no diagonal streets providing 
short cuts for the aperitive walking 
back and forth from 
tbe 
factory. 


Indeed, very little 
municipal plan 
**s followed at all, but the oficials 
of the plant as members of the com- 
merlcal club of Chicago contributed 
handsomely to the fund raised to 
replan that city. Yet today Gary Is 
facing a splendid industrial future. 
She is to be a second Pittsburg. say 
her citizen*. 


Thus Abe factory 
is bringing 


wealth to the country, but It is critic- 
ised for its methods. Tbe Gary 
plant is censored for neglecting its 
obligations toward its 
employees, 


and on the other band, the efforts of 
the Pullman company were distinct- 
ly unappreciated when it attempted 
the paternal policy. Tbe best indus- 
trial town Is the one tbat brings its 
employee* to live in it, providing 
them with adequate 
housing facili- 


ties and opportunities. The factory 
oficials are coming to realize tbat 
these are the circumstances which 
promote the highest efficiency, and 
now the newer Industrial towns are 
employing city planning experts and 
architects in building their cities.

lawns. 


There were shops and stores, a hotel 
a bank, theatre and library and re- 
creation grounds, all of which were 
Tinder the patronage of the Pullman 
company, which owned all the land. 
The people lived in the houses, they 
attended to the business and enjoyed 
the few affl«ements, but they were 
never permitted to forget that for 
these things they were indebted to 
the hkouae of Pullman. 
The city, 


after all, did not belong to 
them, 
aid in due course they became dis- 
contented. 


A kell-known professor described 


the town as feudalistic. 
After this 


it was a short time before the town 
iwas annexed by Chicago and 
the 


employees of the big train company 
asserted their independence of the 
house of Pullman by a *trike. The 
last vestige control was taken from 
the plant in 1898 when the Illinois 
Supreme Court decided that 
the 


company's charter did not Include 
the holding and disposing of real 
estate other than that required by 
its business. 


Cincinnati is also the center of a 


number of more or less famous 
satellite cities. Norwood 
'.or ex- 


ample, a rather exclusive suburb of 
the Ohio city, was suddenly chosen 
by several large factories 
as 
the 


place to errect plants and establish 
colonies. 
The 
wealthy residents 


however, were not impressed 
with 


the need for a town boob, the die- 
courazed all attempts to trade in 
reel estate. As a result, the majority 
of the factory hands continue to 
ir Cincinnati, journeying back and 
forth daily, but In spite of this con- 
sideration on their part, the suburb 
has growi trom a population of 6,- 
000 to 16.000.

Socialists Declare For Lib- 


eral Policy For Seekers 


of Knowledge. 


BERLIN. May 29.—The old oppo- 


sition to the unrestricted admittance 
of foreigners to the German univer- 
sities has sprung up. in new form, 
in a movement for tne exclusion 
from university privileges after the 
war of all that is non-German. This 
opposition before the war was di- 
rected principally 
against Russian 


Jews, who Hooked to German col- 
leges in great numbers and tne agi- 
tation led to certain restrictive meas- 
ures aimed at that element. 


The new movement is directed 


against foreigners 
generally. 
Ap- 


parently it originated among Ger- 
man students who considered it an 
injustice 
to themselves to allow 


lecture rooms and laboratories to be 
overcrowded with foreigners. 


The students at 
several 
univer 


sities have alerady adopted resolu- 
tions, not demanding the total ex- 
clusion of foreigners, but the relega- 
tion of them to a secondary position 
in the enjoyment of university priv- 
ileges. It is demanded in particular, 
tbat no foreign student shall select 
a seat for any course of lectures, or 
a position at laboratory tables, be- 
ofre all the 
Germans have made 


their selections. The contention of 
the students is that, inasmuch as 
the German people are taxed for the 
support 
of the universities, it is 


only fair that Germans 
have first 


choice of seats and other facilities; 
and foreigners should be content to 
take what is left, or do without seats 
altogether when none is left.

crease of $348,200,000 over the cor- 
responding period last \ear and un- 
equaled by the corresponding period 
of any previous year.
